The T ri-Partite conference at Yalta has made the r . S. a 
patt and parcel of E uro pe’s destiny. Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
told the House of Commons today in a lengthy ad dress demanding a 
vote of confidence in his government’s war and peace policies. 
With an other warnin g to the Herman people that defeat is inevit­ 
able and nothing can shatte r unity of the Allied Nations, Churchill said 
“The ties binding the three powers have grown, and the I’nited States 
has entered deeply and constructively into the life and salvation of 
Europe.” 
Further r e s i s t a n c by the Nazis. Churchill said, will only cause e n d ­ 
less suffering. 
The British leader’s statement was made as he went before the 
House of Commons to ask a vote of confidence on the decisions r e ad ied 
by his government with the United States and Russia at the Big T hre e 
conference. 
The predominant impression he gained at Yalta. Churchill said, was 
that the Soviets desire to live in honorable friendship and equality with 
ill» western democracies, and their word is their bond that they will 
stand by their obligations. 
Commons was packed with the biggest atte nd ance of the war as debate 
on the Crimea conference was opened. The Prime Minister was greeted 
by a ro ar of cheers as he entered to take the floor in Commons.
